Ucker Murder Trial May 
Rival Famous Co-ed Sex 


Case Of Snook In 1929 


. By JOHN B.COMBS | 

When Dr. David A. Ucker 
goes on trial in the Franklin 
County Common Pleas 
Court Aug. 13, in connec- 
tion with the alleged gang- 
styled murder of Dr. Walter 
T. Bond, _it will mark the 
second time within” 50 
years that a prominent doc- 
tor has been tried for 
murder in Franklin County. 

It. was in early August 
1929 when Dr. James H. 
Snook, a 48 year old pro- 
fessor in the College of 
Veterinary Medicine at 
Ohio State University went 
on trial for his life in Com- 
mon Pleas Court here. 

Dr. Snook was charged 
with bizarre murder of 
Theora K. Hix, a 25 year old 
medical student at Ohio 
State University. Her muti- 
lated body was found June 
14, 1929 on the old New 
York Central rifle range, 
according to information 
available at the Public 
Library. . 

Dr. Snook was arrested 
June 15 at hishome, 349 W. 
10th Ave., and charged 
with the murder of Hix. 
After days of intense grit- 
ling by Columbus police 
and the Franklin County 
prosecutor, on June 20, Dr. 
Snook broke down and dic- 
tated his confession of the 
shocking, fiendish crime. 

In his confession, Snook 
calmly related how he 
drove the coed, who shared 
an apartment love nest with 
him at 24 Hubbard Ave., to 
the rifle range the evening 
of June 13. There, after 
engaging in a frenzy sex 
orgy in his car, they 
became embroiled in a 
heated argument when she 
objected to him going 
home to his wife. 

Finally when he could no 
longer stand it, he took a 
ball peen hammer and 
struck ‘her skull, then 
slashed her throat to 
“relieve her suffering,” he 
stated in direct testimony. 

Incidentally. it was*the 


roatsiash 
that led authorities to-sus- 
pect that the Murderer was 


one with some knowledge 
of surgery, according to 
the Library transcript of the 
trial and the investigation.

School Board’s Desegregation 
Plan Labeled As Delay Tactic 


The latest Columbus 
School Board plan, which 
seeks to delay busing 
secondary level school stu- 
dents for purposes of dese- 
gregation, is a diversion 
tactic intended to thwart a 
federal court order to elimi- 
nate segregation in all pub- 
lic schools. 

That's the response of 
Tommy Fullove to a plan 
submitted to U.S. District 
Court Judge Robert Dun- 
can_on Wednesday. The 
plan, drawn up by the 
Board of Education's staff 
and approved by the Board 
on Tuesday, calls for bus- 
ing elementary students 
beginning Sept. 1979, but 
delaying busing of 7th 
through 12th grade stu- 
dents until Sept. 1980. 

In the 230 page docu- 
ment that went to Duncan, 
the board stated that “spe- 
cial problems at the secon- 


dary level--related to stch 
things as reorganization 
for. middie schools, sche- 
duling and participation in 
extra-curricular activities-- 
will have a negative impact 
on the orderly implementa- 
tion of a remedy plan. 

“Therefore, the Board of 
Education and administra- 
tion are proposing a 
phased implementation, 
with desegregation of ele- 
mentary schools to occur 
in Sept. 1979, and desegre- 
gation of secondary 
schools to occur simul- 
taneously with middie 
school reorganization in 
Sept. 1980.” 

Joseph Davis, school 
superintendent, says the 
reason for establishing the 
middie schools, which will 
consist of students in 
grades six, seven andeight, 
is because no_ other 
method of instruction has 


solved the less than ade- 
quate academic perfor- 
mance of students in those 
grades as a whole. 

The busing of middle 
school students would not’ 
begin until Sept. 1980 if 
approved by Duncan. Dun- 
can has given no indication 
on how he will rule on the 
Board’s response .to his 
order on July 13. That 
order directed the Board to 
submit a plan for system- 
wide desegregation begin- 
ning in Sept. 1979. 

Fullove said the board's 
effort to desegregate only 
part of the system is not 
what he understood the 
court to say, and that the 
NAACP still backs its call 
for desegregation system- 
wide by Sept. 

“We want full desegrega- 
tion in September,” Fullove 
said. “We don't want any

Suspended police detective Curtis Watkins had most of the charges 
against him dropped, except for nine counts of forgery and having forged 


documents. 


The trial of Curtis Watkins continues Wednesday with defense attorneys 
James Draper and Ralph Sperli introducing witnesses to defend Watkins. 
In an hour-long speech in open court, Tyack told the jury he would 
explain why he is dismissing some of the charges, a practice that many 


judges avoid, he said. .

Moreover, he charges 
that the defendants have 
discriminated against him 
in employment opportuni- 
ties because of his “associ- 
ation with black officers 
and because of his 
expressed opposition to 
defendants discriminatory 
practice and his attempts 
to help black officers enjoy 
rights protected by federal. 
statute and the Constitu- 
tion.” 

As a result his effort to 
aid black officers, Ridge 
alleges that the defendants 
have forced him to “go on 
two. medical leaves of 
absence within the past 
year, causing him to suffer 
mental, emotional, and 
psychological damage.” 

Although his physician 
“wrote defendants several 
weeks ago that plaintiff 
(Ridge) was undergoing 
treatment because of a job 
related injury, defendants, 
contrary to their general 
orders, refused to grant 
him additional sick leave 
and have threaten to dis- 
charge him on or before 


July 30," the suit charged. 

Furthermore, Ridge 
alleges that defendant's 
“refusal to grant additional 
sick leave and their threat 
to discharge him constitute 
harassment because of his 
association with black 
officers; his attempts to aid 
them; the objections he 
has voiced against discrim- 
inatory practice; and his 
attempt to eliminate it 
within the Columbus Div- 
ision of Police.” 

He further charged that 
the defendants “acted 
under color of state law to 
deprive him of his constitu- 
tional rights, within the 
meaning of the 14th 
Amendment of the Consti- 
tution.” 

In requesting that 
defendants be enjoined 
from the discriminatory 
practice, and from intérfer- 
ing with his constitutional 
rights, Ridge ask the court - 
to award him backpay and 
substantial compensatory 
and punitive damages plus 
reasonable attorney's fees 
and court costs..

The bribery charge 
against Forbes was based 
mostly on circumstantial! 
evidence, he said. “Cir-

theory of guilt,” Tyack said. 

“There is evidence that 
Mr. Forbes received money 
(and) the inference drawn 
from it is distinct. It should

Determined To Solve Problems 


MONROVIA LIBERIA -- 
*The Organization of 
African Unity, which 
recently held its 16th 
summit conference here, is 
an extraordinary and 
impressive organization in 
World politics. 

Africa is the only 
continent in the World 
where such a large number 
of heads of separate and 
soverign states convene 
every year in serious 
deliberation to deal with 
the complex political and 
economic problems facing 
this new frontier. . 

Some of the hundreds of 
journalists from around the 
World spent their leisure 
moments on the eve of this 
16th summit trying to 
access the political value, 
vg it, impact and progress 

ie OAU. 

7. English correspon- 
dent who has covered the 
last four- OAU—meetings, 
observed: “The fact that the 
OAU is still functioning and 
has been able to maintain 
the respect and active 


involvement and support of 
more than 40 African heads 
of state, 


in_ spite of the 


immense diversity and 
Staggering problems, 
represents, | think, a 
remarkable achievement.” 

This great cultural, 
racial, religious and 
economic diversity contri- 
butes to barriers in 
communications and 
compounds political 
differences and conflicts. 

OAU countries in North 
Africa include Egypt, 
Algeria, Morocco, Libya 
and Mauritania. The 
Egyptiar-israeli Peace 
Treaty has resulted in 
openly hostile relations 
with Libya and other Arab 
states. Algeria, Morocco 
and Mauritania~are 
embroiled in a heated 
controversy over the 
Western Sahara, the former 
Spanish Colony now 
divided between Morocco 
and Mauritania. 

The East African conflict 
over Tanzania's involve- 
ment in overthrowing ex- 
Ugandan President (di 
Amin flared up at the 
opening session of the 
OAU summit. Sudanese 
President Gaafar Numeiri, 
speaking as the outgoing 
Chairman of OAU, attack- 
ed President Julius Nyrere 
of Tanzania for allegedly 
being unwilling to negoti- 
ate, at the Conference 
Table, differences with 
Uganda. In his response, 
Nyrere insisted that OAU 
must first condemn ldi 
Amin for starting the 
conflict by invading 
Tanzania. 

In. West Africa, the 
relations between econo- 
mically powerful Nigeria 
and economically depres- 
sed Ghana remain tense, 


after Nigeria's President 
General Obasanjo rebuked 
Ghana for mass execution 
following the recent 
military coup in Ghana. 

The most explosive 
African problems, with a 
burning time fuse, centers 
around the liberation 
movement and affect of 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesia and 
Namibia. 

This, then, is the 
troublesome backdrop for 
the African “Mediator” and 
“Peacemaker,” William R. 
Tolbert, Jr., President of 
Liberia, to assume the 
Chairmanship of the OAU 
for the next year. 

It is a tradition of the 
OAU for the President of 
the host country to become 
Chairman of the OAU for 
the ensuing year. The role 
of a Liberian President in 
charting the critical course 
of Africa toward greater 
unity~and~ stability is not 
new. Twenty years ago, the 
concept of a Nationalistic 
Organization to foster the 
cause of African unity and 
to fight colonialism and 
imperialism was advanced 
by President William 
Tubman of Liberia. That 
meeting, held on Northern 
Liberia soil, at Sanniquel- 
lie was the genesis of 
OAU. 

Now, President Tolbert, 
a baptist minister who 
formerly headed the World 
Baptist Alliance, takes over 
the mantle of leadership for 

OAU and all of Africa, at a 
very crucial period in which 
the World's great powers, 
the United States, Great 

Britain, Russia, China and 

France have become active 

in competing for interna-

Northern Schools ToFeel 
Impact Of Duncan’s Order 


Although the recent U-S. 
Supreme Court décision 
upholding the school desegrega- 
tion ruling of U.S. District Judge 
Robert M. Duncan dealt 
specifically with Columbus and 
Dayton schools, it will have a 
tremendous impact on public 
school systems throughout the 
Northern States. 

in his 1977 ruling, -dudge 
_Duncan, after a lengthy hearing 
on the case of the NAACP vs the 
Columbus Public School System. 
said- from the evidence adduced 
at trial, “this court has found earlier 
in this opinion that the Columbus 
Public Schools were openly and 
intentionally segregated on the 
basis of race when Brown | was 
decided in 1954." 

He further found that the 
“Columbus Board (of Education) 
even in very recent times, has 
approved optional attendance 
zones, discontiguous attendance 
areas and boundary changes 
which have maintained and 
enhanced racial! imbaiance in the 
Columbus Public Schools. The 
Board, even in very recent times 
and ‘after promising to do 
OMerwise, has abjured workable 
Suggestions for improving the 
racial balance of city schools.” 

The trial began on April 29, 
1976, and was completed June 
17, 1976, after 36 trial days. Over 
70. witnesses were heard and 
over 600 exhibits were admitted 
The tria! transcript is in excess of 

6600 pages. The court heard 
closing arguments of counsel! on 
Sept. 3, 1976. 

It wasn't until sometime later 
that Duncan ordered the 
desegregation process to begin 
in September, 1978. And 
although the Board had 
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disappointed but he remained 
confident~that- in the final 
showdown, his decision would be 
confirmed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court 

Thus, he was noticeably elated 


when the high court sustained his 
decision, not so much because 
his judicial reputation was at 
Stake, but rather because of the 
profound impact it carried toward 
correcting a systematic racial 
situation--that hed -been-forced 
upon black America far too jong 

Aside from the fact that Duncan 
is. widely recognized 
possessing a briliant jegal mind, 
he dramatically demonstrated 
that he is also a man endowed 
with the taient and courage, the 
essential qualities of making 
great men of the universe 

As a result, when the history of 
the long and difficult struggle to 
Outlaw segregated public schools 


as 


is written, we predict that judge 
Robert M. Duncan will be 
prominentiy recognized for. the 
noble role he played in tackling 
one of the most emotional 
explosive: issues to. surface in 
America since slavery 

In rendering his. far-reaching 
decision. Duncan noted that a 
‘school desegregation problem is 
one we could alt do better 
without, but there is no denying 


that it is just that, a problem for 
our community, a problem that 
simply won't go away if left 
alone

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WHITES IN MINORITY 
POSTURE ACT STRANGE 


Schoo!.desegregation opponents in 
Ghicago and Cleveland have fashioned anew 
defense for mainiaining segregated schools 

They ask rather incredulously nowadays 
how schonis can be desegregated when white 
students represent an overwhelming minority 
within these school 3ystems. Officials who 
demand compliance with the law are told that 
court-ordered busing fo achieve . school 
desegregation threatens further white-flight. — 
——The argument that urban schools lack 
sufficient numbers of white studants to’make 
Yoasinie desegregation, is a strange trick of 
fogic: Busing eh such as Cong. Ron 
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safety and effectiveness.” 

He said his committee found that the only 
two mechanisms for accrediting Ohio hospi- 
tals are the Joint Commission on Accredita- 
tion of Hospitals, a national body based in 
€Ehicago, and the Hospital Certification Pro- 
gram, operated by the Department of Health- 
with money provided by the Federal 
government, to certify hospitals based on 
standards which are slightly lower than the 
JCAH standards 

Under the bill, all health care facilities, 
including hospitals, ambulatory care facilities, 
kidney disease treatment centers,and surgi- 
centers would be licensed by the state. The 
standards would be set by the Joint Commis- 
sion on Accreditation of Hospitals. Nursing 
nomes would be excluded because they are 
licensed under other sections of the Ohio 
Revised. Code, Thompson explained. 

Thompson said his bill is very simple in its 
Structure and direct application. He said asa 
result of meetings with hospital representa- 
tives and with other health care providers prior 
to introduction of the bill, he feels that they 


against vioiators where there is a pattern of 
discrimination.

Housing discrimination cases never got more 
than token interest from the Justice 
Department. 

Finally, the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development was eripowered to resolve com- 
plaints of discrimination through conciliation 
and persuasion. That's hardly an enforcement 
mechanism -- violators could always refused 
to be persuaded. 

Cleafly,the law could not be enforced. as it 
stands. President Carter acknowledged this 
earlier this year when he said: "Title VIII of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1968 ... remains largely an 
empty promise because of the.lack of an ade- 
quate enforcement mechanism.” 

To correct this the Administration offered. 
and Congress is cons'dering, amendments to 
the law that would finally put some teeth intc 
it 

HUD would get greater powers. It would be 
able to take firm administrative action. After & 
fair hearing procedure, HUD would be able ta 
order violators to comply with the law. The 
agency would be able to issue a temporary 
injunction preventing the sale or renta! of the 
dwelling in question. And it could assess 
penalties.

Brown, in the face of continued 
harassment declined to run, for 7 
releection. in California, Lt. Governor 
Dymally was defeated due to racist 
reaction against him because of 
unsubstantiated charges. 

In the -Forbes vindication, we have 
made some progress. There is much yet 
to be done, In moving forward we will 
need the strength of every biack voter.

He voiced extreme confidence that, “We 
(Ohio) will soon be able to join other progres- 
sive states which have expressed concern 
about hospital quality by enacting license 
laws.” . 

In other legislative action, Senator Mari- 
gene Valiquette, (D-Toledo) proved to be a 
woman of her word when she held a hearing 
on a bill to restore the death penalty in Ohio. 
As Chairperson of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mitee, inspite of persistent pressure, she had 
insisted that the bill would not be heard until 
late summer by her committee. 

Proponents of the death penalty legislature 
mounted pressure upon her for an early hear- 
ing soon after the bill was passed by the House 
and forwarded to the Senate in mid-February. 
After hearing proponents of the bill maintain 
that the state should restore the death penalty 
which was ruled unconstitutional by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, last year. Ms. Valiquette said 
a central concern is that the system enables 
wealthy offenders to avoid conviction or to 
win reduced sentences, while the poor. and 
especially those who are both poor and black. 
end up on Death Row. 

Ms. Valiquette, an outspoken foe of the 
death penalty, said there are tod many cases 
where the wrong. person was convicted. 

After the hearing, she told The CALL & 
POST that another hearing wouid be held for 
proponents “if they want one. Otherwise, she 
said hearings for the opponents will not begin 
unt! sometime in September 


The Justice Department would now have 
the-right to-intervene in private lawsuits and to 
initiate suits on the request of the Secretary of 
HUD. That takes some of the constraints off 
federal lawyers in enforcing the law. 

The bill also would prohibit the practice of 
redlining, or cuttting off mortgage money to 
neighborhoods where minorities live. This 
long-standing practice needs to be attacked 
on a national basis, and the proposed bili 
would help end this tool of discrimination. 

There's more to the bill, but allits provisions 
add up to finally putting some enforcement 
teeth in the fair housing law. 

The aim is to end the dual market in housing 
that. keeps blacks, other minorities, and 
women, confined to a closed housing market. 
It constitutes a frontal attack on the persistent 
violation of federal law and constitutional 
rights. 

Passage of the original fair housing law in 
1968 sent discrimination underground -- 
owners and realtors wanting to discriminate 
learned to do so by subtle means. Blacks seek- 
ing housing are often steered to black neign- 
borhoods instead of integrated ones that may 
have better and cheaper houses. Black 
apartment-seekers get turned away with false 
statements that the apartment has already 
been rented. 

Passage of the. bill would give victims of 
discrimination a better chance to protect their 
rights. Perhaps more important, it would give 
the nation the tocis to fight:the closed market 
in housing that leads to segregated communi- 
ties, Mgher prices and worsened living 
conditions. 

The fight for fair housing is another remin- 
der that the promises of the sixties still have to 
be implemented, and that our society still has 
far to go before it is open to all.

Since . working with 
totems, Ms. Chavous says 
she has found’ an inner 
peace which the material 
world can't provide.

The Association was 
entertained by Columbus 
Beauty Shop Owners, 
Chapters 4 and 10, of the 
Ohio Association Beauti- 
cians and the Alpha Chi Pi 
Omega Sorority. 

The theme “Projecting 
an Aura of Beauty” was 
given a-male viewpoint by 
Fullove in his address. He 
stressed continuous unity 
for black people through 
organizations, sororities, 
fraternities, associations, 
religious orders and most 
importantly, through black 
churches. 

“Beautician's organiza- 
tions should stay in 
business, grow and not 
wither away," said Fullove. 
“These women (Mrs. 
Henson and Mrs. Hunt) left 
you a legacy. You must 
keep your institutions alive, 
whether you have 100 
members, 50, 25, or 
650,000 -- just keep on 
going and projecting your 
aura of beauty. If you can 
only meet once, twice or 
three times each year, or 
whatever -- come together 
to find out what is going on 
and what is happening to 
each other.” 

He continued, “There is 
power and clout in 
organizations and you 
must stay together. An 
economic study was made 
recently for the NAACP in 
this city, We have 144,000 
black folk here. We also 
have an adjusted income of 
$692 million per year, The 
median salary is $12,720.
